Seeks Condemnation of Castro 


Rusk To Press for 
Cuban Sanctions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk confident­ 
ly hopes to rally strong Inter- 
American support nex t week for 
condemnation of Cub a as a b ridge­ 
head for Sino-Soviet “political ag­ 
gression” in the Western Hemis­ 
phere 
At an Inter-American foreign 
minister’s conference he intends 
to press also for agreement to im­ 
pose sweeping political and eco­ 
nomic sanctions against Cub an 
communism unless Prime Minis­ 
ter Fidel Castro b reaks his close 
ties with the Soviet Union and 
Red China. 
Rusk will leave Saturday night 
for the conference which opens 
Monday at Punta del Este, Uru­ 
guay.

Thursday that he b elieves “with­ 
out any doub t” the foreign minis­

It is known that the United 
States hopes to ob tain an agree­ 
ment to impose sanctions unless 
Castro changes his ways.

Ohio Valley 


Record-Breaking 


Snow Piles Up In 


Kansas, Missouri 


By The A ssociated P ress 
A massive snow storm plodded 
across the Midwest toward the 
Ohio River Valley and the south­ 
eastern states today. 
It 
piled 
up 
record-b reaking 
amounts of snow in eastern Kan­ 
sas and western Missouri—an area 
that has taken a heavy pounding 
all winter. It also caused five 
deaths. 
A cold wave was ex pected to 
thrust down across the Midwest 
b ehind the snowfall today, drop­ 
ping temperatures to b elow zero 
in Kansas and Missouri and b ring 
near-zero readings into Oklahoma, 
parts of Tex as, Arkansas and 
southern Missouri. 
Dang er Of Heav y Drifts 
There also was danger of heavy 
drifting in eastern Kansas and in 
northwestern Missouri. 
The prospects caused scores of 
schools 
in the Kansas-Missouri 
snow b elt to remain closed. Most 
school children depend on b uses, 
and officials were reluctant to ex ­ 
pose them to the dangers of b e­ 
coming trapped in snowdrifts. All 
pub lic schools in Wichita and Kan­ 
sas City were closed. 
Wichita, in south central Kan­ 
sas, measured 15 inches of new 
snow through Thursday night, on 
top of 2 inches of old snow. The 
previous record was 12 inches on 
the ground in Wichita March 9, 
1909. 
Kansas City had 14 inches of 
new snow and a total cover of 21 
inches. The city has had 30 inches 
this month, 8 inches more than 
any 
previous 
January. 
Since 
Dec. 8, Kansas City has had 47 
inches of snow. 
One Hig hway Clo sed

it co u ld still lo se at the same rate fo r 777 
mo re y ears befo re it had lo st a 
billio n 
d o llars. 
Mu ltip ly this by 93 and that’s what tax ­ 
p ay ers mu st y ield to the fed eral go v ernment 
alo ne to be go v erned , p lu s ano ther $60 bil­ 
lio n to lo cal go v ernment. 
The figu res, themselv es, are less imp o rt­ 
ant than the relatio nship between them, be­ 
cau se the figu res reflect inflatio n. The key 
relatio nship is that the fed eral go v ernment 
need s $11 billio n mo re than it co llected this 
y ear to balance its o u tgo and inco me. 
It’s bu d get will be balanced if—

bers. Altho u gh these clu bs are 
p riv ate institu tio ns—like a p riv ate 
ho me—high o fficials o f the Ken­ 
ned y ad ministratio n hav e u sed 
their p o wer o f p u blicity to d e­ 
no u nce tho se clu bs which fo r 
y ears hav e selected their mem­ 
bers witho u t rebard to o u tsid e 
p ressu res. The p u rp o se, o f co u rse, 
is to wo n v o tes no t o nly in this 
area bu t in all the No rthern states 
o f the Unio n. 
Presid ent Kenned y to ld his p ress 
co nference that his ap p licatio n 
fo r membership to a lo cal clu b, 
which had been recently with­ 
d rawn, wo u ld no t be resu bmitted . 
It had been sp o nso red by Pro fes­ 
so r Galbraith, U.S. ambassad o r to 
Ind ia, who resigned fro m the clu b 
when it tu rned d o wn the ap p lica­ 
tio n o f a Negro fo r membership . 
No info rmatio n has been mad e 
av ailable as to whether the clu b 
d id o r d id no t reject the ap p lica­ 
tio n o n racial gro u nd s o r whether 
it was d o ne becau se o f so me 
failu re o f the ap p licant to meet 
all req u irements fo r membership . 
Vario u s white ap p licants also hav e 
no t been ad mitted . 
A mo re d rastic step has been 
taken by Rep . Herbert Zelenko , 
D- NY, who has ju st intro d u ced 
in Co ngress a bill that wo u ld p ro ­ 
hibit the District o f Co lu mbia fro m 
issu ing fo o d and bev erage licenses 
o r o ccu p ancy p ermits to any clu b 
that p ractices racial o r religio u s 
d iscriminatio n in the ad missio n o f 
members. Who is to find o u t why 
an ad missio ns co mmittee d eclines 
to elect an ap p licant? 


WHAT OF CLUBS in o ther 
cities? This is su p p o sed to be a 
state and mu nicip al matter bu t 
the fed eral go v ernment these d ay s 
is no t d ismay ed by su ch bar­ 
riers. Mr. Kenned y in his State 
o f the Unio n Message bo asted that 
his ad ministratio n “has sho wn as 
nev er befo re ho w mu ch co u ld be 
d o ne thro u gh the fu ll u se o f ex ecu ­ 
tiv e p o wers." 
Thu s, any bu siness which wants 
to retain o r get a co ntract with 
the go v ernment can be threatened 
with withd rawal o r d enial o f su ch 


co ntract u nless its emp lo y ment 
p o licies and p u rchasing p ractices 
co nfo rm to the interp retatio n o f 
civ il rights laid d o wn by the ex ­ 
ecu tiv e branch o f the go v ernment. 
This v ery p ro ced u re no t o nly is 
being u sed with go v ernment co n­ 
tracto rs bu t reaches d o wn into 
su bco ntracts. Bu siness is no t al­ 
lo tted to su bco ntracto rs u nless 
they , to o , will agree to co nfo rm 
to the o bligatio ns o f the co ntrac­ 
to r in his relatio ns with the fed ­ 
eral go v ernment o n matters o f 
d iscriminatio n in emp lo y ment. 
Co ngress has nev er written a 
law co v ering these matters and 
it’s all being d o ne by what the 
Presid ent calls “fu ll u se o f ex ecu ­ 
tiv e p o wers.” 
Likewise, tax ex emp tio ns grant­ 
ed to no n-p ro fit o rganizatio ns can 
p resu mably be withd rawn at will 
by the ad ministratio n if they d o 
no t to e the mark—tho u gh a few 
"freed o m rid es” may be req u ired 
to fo rce actio n in this field . 


THE PLIGHT o f go v ernment 
o fficials themselv es, incid entally , 
no w is an u nhap p y o ne. The Pres­ 
id ent said in a statement to his 
p ress co nference this week abo u t 
the ep iso d e in which a Negro o f­ 
ficial o f the State Dep artment 
was d enied membership in a lo cal 
clu b: 
"I hav e said fro m the beginning 
that I tho u ght this was a p er­ 
so nal matter which inv o lv ed no t 
o nly the members o f this go v ern­ 
ment, bu t inv o lv es ev ery o ne in 
the city and ev ery o ne in the co u n­ 
try , and ev ery ind iv id u al mu st 
make his ju d gment in the way 
that he believ es to be right and 
I hav e stated that my ap p lica­ 
tio n fo r the Co smo s Clu b was no t 
being renewed .” 
Is this a hint that all go v ern­ 
ment o fficials sho u ld fo llo w the 
lead o f the Presid ent? His bro th­ 
er, the atto rney general, resigned 
fro m a clu b here that d eclines to 
ad mit Negro es. Ho w lo ng can o th­ 
er o fficials withstand the p ressu re 
being ex erted ? Many o f the clu bs 
here hav e members emp lo y ed by 
the go v ernment o r members who 
d o bu siness with the go v ernment 
To the new d emago gu ery , ho w­ 
ev er, there may hav e to be ad d ed 
the “new hy p o crisy .” Fo r there 
are 
lo ts 
o f 
o fficials 
in 
the 
Kenned y ad ministratio n—inclu d ing 
Presid ent Kenned y and Vice Pres­ 
id ent Jo hnso n — who belo ng to 
clu bs here and in New Yo rk and 
o ther p arts o f the co u ntry which 
p racticq v ario u s fo rms o f racial 
and religio u s d iscriminatio n. 
Will so me ad ministratio n o ffical 
so o n go to the annu al meetings 
o f su ch clu bs and d emand the 
p assage o f reso lu tio ns co nd emning 
what their ad missio ns co mmittees 
d o when they bar certain ap ­ 
p licants? It is ju st as lo gical, and 
it all co mes u nd er the head o f 
the new co ercio n and the new 
d emand fo r co nfo rmity .

NEW YORK (AP) - President 
Kennedy gets acquainted with 
Acting Secretary -General U Th ant 
today at a lunch eon designed to 
demonstrate th e confidence th e 
U.S. government h as in th e United 
Nations. 
Th e President and Dag Ham- 
marskjold’s 
successor were to 
meet at th e Waldorf Astoria apart­ 
ment of U.S. Ch ief Delegate Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson. 
Kennedy and Th ant were ex ­ 
pected to range over most of th tf 
major issues facing th e United 
Nations, 
including 
th e 
Congo, 
world economic development and 
financing for th e nearly bankrupt 
world organization. 
U.S. sources h ave pointed out 
th at th e meeting was arranged 
several weeks before th e Dutch - 
Indonesian dispute over West New 
Guinea took a crucial turn, but 
th e two leaders were expected to 
take a close look at th at crisis 
also. 
Stevenson was h ost at a similar 
lunch eon for Kennedy and Ham­ 
marskjö ld last April wh en th e Lao­ 
tian crisis was worsening. 
Kennedy at h is news conference 
Monday endorsed Th ant’s efforts 
to stave off war over West New 
Guinea and called on th e Dutch 
and th e Indonesians to cooperate 
with th e U.N. leader in h is peace­ 
making efforts. 
Informed sources said one pur­ 
pose of th e meeting was to dem­ 
onstrate th e Kennedy administra­ 
tion’s support for th e world body 
just wh en Congress is investigat­ 
ing U.S. support for U.N. inter­ 
vention in th e Congo. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
told th e congressional inquiry on 
Th ursday th at U.N. intervention 
blocked

Soviet
